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Welcome to MotoTrials 


When compared with the high-flying antics of mo- 
tocross and the knee-dragging speeds of road rac- 
ing, MotoTrials (or Observed Trials) is definitely the 
ballet of motorcycle competition. While air and speed 
sometimes play a part in MotoTrials, balance, throttle 
control and nerves of steel are the main ingredients 
necessary to be successful. 

In the United States, trials riders are a minority in 
the motorcycling community, but those involved are 
among the most dedicated. 

To promote the MotoTrials national series, the North 
American Trials Council (NATC) was organized in 
1973 through the efforts of Dr. Wiltz Wagner, a mi- 
cro-pulmonary research scientist from Denver. At the 
time, the council had two major goals: 

One, create a national championship series for ob- 
served trials (MotoTrial). 

And two, take over the task of organizing the Amer- 
ican round of the FIM international championship 
series. 

Representatives of clubs and organizations located in 
trials areas across the country meet annually in No- 
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vember to update the competition format and rules, 
create a schedule for the following year, and select a 

site for the U.S. world round. A unique feature of the 
council meeting is the absence of voting. All matters 
are resolved with open discussion. 

NATC representatives, most of whom compete in the 
national series, are available for assistance if needed. 

This year, the Aires AMA/NATC MotoTrials US 
National Championship Series consists of four two-day 
events, with each day counting as one round, making 
eight rounds total. 

The series starts in Texas Creek, Colorado on May 
24-25 and winds its way across the country to Sedan, 
Kansas, on May 31-June 1 for rounds 3 and 4, and on 
to Valley View, Pennsylvania on June 21-22, before 
wrapping up at the Trials Training Center in Se- 
quatchie, Tennessee for the series finale on June 28-29.

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What Is Trials?

A Trials Bike Is A Completely Different Animal 

The modern trials bike is a purpose-built engineering 
marvel designed to excel at extremely tight, difficult 
riding. 

The overall package is designed to be as narrow as 
possible with each component designed to tuck in for 
maximum protection. 


Forget Knobbies - Trials Tires Are Magic 

The special tires are a key part of a trials bikes amaz- 
ing capability. The rubber is super-soft and the carcass 
is designed to flex at low pressure and grip better than 
anything you've ever tried before. The rear tire is tube- 
less and typically run between 4-5 PSI. Punctures can 
be fixed using a standard tubeless tire plug kit. 


Trials Bikes Are Easy To Maintain 
You've got the usual air filter cleaning ritual, of 


course, and a chain to lube. The gearbox and fork oil 
ought to be changed occasionally along with a check 
of all the nuts and bolts for tightness, but that's about 
it. The engines are well designed, and since they dont 
spend much time at redline, they seem to last forever. 
Piston rings last many years, as do chains, sprockets 
and brakes. About the biggest expenses are tires, which 
cost about $200 a set, but they, too, last quite a while. 


Where's The Seat? 

Everyone asks this question. There isn't a seat in the 
normal sense, but there is a wide, smooth place to sit 
down. This "seat" is actually quit comfortable. The 
problem is it’s so low that sit-down riding is awkward, 
even for short riders. Why is this? Simple, Trials (or 
any technical riding) is done standing up, and the low 
seat allows your legs to absorb more impact before 
your butt hits the seat. This "leg suspension travel" 
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is very important when crossing a three-foot log, for 
example, and contributes to the trials bikes amazing 
maneuverability. Plus, the low seat allows you to “dab” 
(touch the ground) in spots not possible on a regular 
bike. And if the going gets really rough, you actually 
CAN sit down and "paddle" very effectively with both 
feet. 


A Trials Bike Makes One Heck Of A Trail Bike 

Most non-trials riders are unaware of how fast a 
trials bike can be ridden though the rough stuff. The 
flickability combined with the snappy power and 
sticky tires makes for an awesome tight trail weapon. 
To prove this point, a group of local riders recently 
entered the famous Los Ancianos Hare Scrambles in 
Tecate, Mexico. Standing up the entire time, the trials 
riders distanced every contestant in the tight stuff and 
the fastest trials rider of the group finished the race 
on the same lap as the overall winner (riding a Honda 
CR250)!. We don't recommend you try this, however, 
because even though the top speed is over 50 MPH, a 
trials bike is not designed for fast racing, and can be a 
real handful at speed. 





Trials Competition Is Fun For The Whole Family 

After a bit of practice on the bike, you may want to 
enter an Observed Trials competition (or MotoTrial). 
These events test your skill against other riders with 
similar skills. Six different classes exist at most events, 
from Beginner to Expert, so regardless of your ability, 
there is an appropriate class to enter. There is even a 
special Kids class at most events with separate divi- 
sions. Most trials are held in forest or desert or moun- 
tains, usually far from town. 

A typical event consists of fairly easy trail "loop; 
three to seven miles in length and marked with ribbon. 
Within this loop, 10 "sections" are merked in red and 
blue ribbon or tape (red marks the right boundaries 
and blue marks the left). Each class riders a different 
route through the section and the goal is to ride each 
one without “dabbing” a foot or crossing any boundar- 
ies. The rider can walk each section first before riding 
it, but is bit allowed to re-ride it. The “checker” (also 
known as an observer - hence the named "Observed 
Trials") will score the rider and punch his scorecard. 
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Scoring is as follows: 


O Points: Called a “clean’, is the best you can get and 
the goal of every rider. 

1 Point: Completing the section with a single “dab”. 

2 Points: Completing the section with two dabs. 

3 Points: The "Three" is awarded for completing the 
section with three or more dabs. If you paddle your 
way through a section, but do not go out of bounds or 
stall the engine, you will receive a three. 

5 Points: The "five" is given for failure to complete the 
section. This could be caused by not making an obsta- 
cle and stalling, riding out of bounds, falling down or 
moving backwards. 


At the end of each loop, the rider turns in his or her 
scorecard and receives the next one. If desired, the rid- 
er may take a few minutes between loops to rest, grab a 
drink or snack and check over the bike before heading 
out for the next loop. Because a trials event is not a 
race, the atmosphere is much more laid back, and you 


are free to ride by yourself or with anyone you choose. 
Many ride with a group of friends and cheer (or heck- 
le) each other on. Its great fun! The event is over once 
you have completed the required loops (usually three). 


A Trials Competition Welcomes All Skill Levels 

Novice is the beginning class at most local events 
and consists of sections that are about as difficult as 
any easy trail ride. The next class is Sportsman, fol- 
lowed by Intermediate, Advanced, and Expert. Only 
a select few are capable of riding Expert-class trials, 
but everyone likes to watch. Even if you aren't ready 
to try trials just yet, come on out to an event and bea 
spectator. It costs nothing and you are free to walk the 
various sections, take pictures and get within feet of 
the riders. 


You Meet The Nicest People At A Trial 

The folks involved with trials are the best! Nowhere 
will you find a more sincere and trustworthy group, 
and it is these people that help make trials such a fab- 
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an: 


ulous sport. No one knows exactly why trials attracts 
such a great caliber of people. Perhaps it's because the 
sport can be humbling and the hot-tempered ones 
lose interest and move on. Or maybe trials riding just 
brings out the best in people. Whatever the reason, it's 
a unique group and you will be proud to be a part of it. 


It's Easy To Get Started In Trials 

There are several ways. First, contact your local trials 
dealer. He will be happy to answer any questions and 
point you in the right direction. Next, come out to an 
event and spectate, talk to people and tell them you 
are interested. You will be pleasantly surprised at how 
polite and helpful the trials crowd is. But be warned - 
someone may invite you to try their bike! After a test 
ride, you may be ready to buy a new or used machine, 
bit a more conservative approach would be to rent a 
bike from a place like Motoventures in California or 
the Trials Training Center in Tennessee and sign up for 
a day of instruction. You'll learn a whole lot, and by the 
end of the day you'll know for sure if trials is for you. 

Next there us the International Trials School (I.T.S.) 
in southern California, which caters to new riders by 
offering a trials school in the morning and a compe- 
tition in the afternoon. I.T.S. has both a summer and 
a winter series. All classes from Kids to Expert are 
included and bike rentals are available if pre-arranged. 

There Are Many Great Places To Ride A Trials Bike 

One of the nice things about trials is that you can 
have a lot of fun in a small area. Many riders even 
practice in their own back yard on obstacles made of 
logs, railroad ties and rocks. Trials bikes are so qui- 
et that your neighbors wont event notice. Even the 
driveway is fine for practicing full-lock turns and front 
wheel hops, but the real fun is getting out for the week- 
end and riding the gnarly stuff. 


You Need Not Be A Superhero To Ride Trials 

Trials riding can be difficult for sure, but the bike 
itself is not difficult to ride. It is actually quite "user 
friendly’, despite its amazing capability. Think about it. 
The bikes weigh only 160 Ibs., have a low seat height, 
smooth power (although surprisingly snappy), soft, 
sticky tires and are easy to start. How could that be 
hard to ride? If you have any off-road experience at all, 
you'll soon be crossing logs and climbing vertical steps 
that you never could have imagined before. 








A Trials Bike Is the Ultimate Cross-Trainer 

Trials riding is physically demanding. When you 
first start out, your legs will burn, your hands will ache 
and you arms will turn to putty. It's a good thing, of 
course, because eventually your muscles will adapt and 
you'll be in much better shape for all types of riding. 
The sneaky part is that an intensive workout can be 
accomplished in half an hour in an area the size of a 
backyard. 

But there's an even bigger advantage than physical 
conditioning. Your motocross, cross-country or street 
riding skills will dramatically improve because trials 
riding forces you to learn precise throttle control, peg 
weighting, balance and line selection. And that's a fact! 


Trials Is A Serious Sport Throughout The World 

It started in Europe, of course, and spread into the 
U.S. in the late '605. Most countries, including the U.S., 
have a national championship series, but the grand- 
daddy is the World Trials Championship Series, which 
usually visits six to 10 countries every year, including 
the United States on occasions. A "World Round" 
Trial is without a doubt the most spectacular of all 
motorsports events. The newest sensation is the World 
Indoor Championship series, or X- Trial, which takes 
place in Europe. The indoor sections are so difficult as 
to defy description and only a handful of riders in the 
entire world can even qualify to ride them. 

[he all-time classic stand-alone event is the Scottish 
Six Day Trial (SSDT). This grueling event draws com- 
petitors from all over the world and consists of several 
hundred sections and over 800 miles of riding. 

[he Trial des Nations (TdN) is a prestigious interna- 
tional event in which each country fields a four-person 
team of its best riders. Each year the U.S. sends a team 
to the TdN using donated funds and the proceeds from 
a giant raffle held each year at the annual El Trial de 
Espana event in California. Ml
